Tartan belonging to the Prince de Mon- 
tefarchio, fitted ouc for a Privateer, 
has taken a Bark of Mefliaa having 
on board 7 Perfons of Quality bound 
for France, and brought them hither Pri- 
fonerss On Wednelday laft Te Deum was {o- 
lemnly {ung here in the Church of the Carmelites, 
in Prefence of the Viceroy and of all the Nobility, 
and Salvoes were given by all the Artillery for the 
good News brought by an Exprefs from Milan that 
the Enemy’s Enterprize againft Scotland is come to 
nothing. Tis {aid the Imperial Court has written 
to Count Thaan, to continue to execute the Office 
of Viceroy: And that Cardinal Grimani is to ftay 
atRome. His Excellency fas fent to Apulia {ome 
Horfle and Foot to guard the €oafts, becaufe the 
French grow ftrong ia Sicily ; and he has fent away 
9 large Barks, laden with Ammunition for Reggio 
and other Places of Calabria. 
From the Lzid. and Amft. Gaz. dated May 18. 
Rome, April 28. The 23d Inftant the Pope held a 
Congregation of Cardinals, to confider anew what 
was proper to be done by this Gourt on account of 
the Sequeftrtion of the Revenues of Ecclefiaftical 
Benefices in Naples and the Milaneze belonging to 
Subjes of the Ecclefiaftical State: And it was re- 
folv’d, that gentle Methods fhould be us’d, to oblige 
the Houle of Autftria co take off that Sequeftration. 
Purfuanr to this Refolution, the Pope has already 
nominated Signior Davia to go co Milan in the Qua- 
lity of Legare a Latere,to compliment the newQueen 
of Spain: He is come toCourt to receive hisInftructi- 
Ons ; and ‘tis {aid he will be made a Cardinal before 
he reaches Milan. This Week the Pope has been 
at the Churches of St. John de Latran, St. Peter, 
and St. Mary Major, to gain the plenary Indulgence 
mention’d in our former: And on this Occafion the 
whole City flock’d to the pulick Devotions, Car- 
dinal Grimani bavieg receiv’d Letters by a Courier 
from Vienna, had along Audience of bis Holinefs 
Yefterday. The Pope’s Galleys are fail’d from Ci- 
vita Vecchia for the Ifland of Malta with Succours. 
Yefterday the Tribunal of the holy Office perform’d 
the Ceremony of delivering over to the fecular Go- 
vernment, a Criminal for ftealing the Pix with {e- 
veral Hofties in it out of the Church of St. Mary 
in Traftevere. There was a great Crowd of Peo- 
ple to fee the Ceremony, which was perform’d in 
the Square of St. Peter; and this Morning the Male- 
fator was hang'd in the Square before the Church 
where tke Sactilege was committed. The Pope has 
Siven a private Audience to the Envoy Extraordinary, 
of Portugal, who does not yet appear in Publick. 
From the Leiden Gazette &c dated May 18. 
_ Florence, April 28. The 23d Inftane 4 Galleys 
of the Duke «f Turfis artivd at Leghorne ; and 
Yekerday 2 of them {ail’d for Civita Vecchia, there 
tot2ke on board new Succowus of Troops, Money, 
and Ammunition, which the Duke d’ Uzeda Am- 
baflador of King Philip at Romé has fent thither 
for Porto. Ercole and Porto-Longone. The other 2 
are to fail with che 4 Galleys of Naples, to Meffina. 
Use Garrifon of Porto-Ercole have made a vigorous 
Salley upon the Imperialifts before that Place, and 
vilodg’d them from feveral Pofts, killing fome and 
taking 40 Prifoners. The Privatees of Zealand 
have taken cad fent into Leghorne a French Ship 
bound from Smirna for Marfeilles, richly laden ; 
and a Bark laden with Corn. A Veffel is arriv’d at 
Leghorne from Malta in 6 Days, being {ent by the 
Breat Mafter to take in a Lading of Ammunition.

The 
new Levies made by the Duke of Afodena, are to 
be Garrifon’d ’tis believ'd, in Mirandola, the Inve- 
ftituce of which "tis faid the Emperour bas given to 
that Duke’s iecond Son: ’Tis alfo reported, that 
the Cannon of Modena and Reggio oiher Places 
of that Duke’s Dominions, which the French re- 


-‘mov'd to Cremona, will be reftor’d. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 19. 
Troppau, May 4. We have receiv'd from all Quar- 
ters a Confirmation of the Defeat of the Van-guard 
of the Swedifh Army by the Mufcovites. An, Ex- 
prefs from the Czar is gone to the Empérour with 
‘an Acconnt ef the Action, ’Tis rymour’s the Swedes 
have receiv'd another Blow; buc of that we 
wait for certain Advice. The Swedes continue de- 
termin’d however to purfue their march into Muf- 
covy, whatever it coft them, 
From the Amfterdam Gazetre, dated May 18. 
Amfterdam, BAay 18. The Letters from Poland 
give a lamentable Account of the Mifery to which 
that Kingdom is reduc’d. The King of Sweden is 
extremely animated againft yre Mufcovites ; but “tis 
thought he will forbear to penetrate further into a 
Country that is laid quite defclate ; and in which 
his Army, which has already fuffer’d by Want of 
Forrage and Provifions, cannot find Subfiftance. Ic 
appears, that King Staniflaus might have acquir'd 
a greater Number of Creatures and Adherents, had 
he been lefs hafty in difpofing of vacant Offices ; 
which multiplied Malécontents, and damp’d the 
Hopes of the Party that is againft him. The Army 
of the Crown is 60000 Men ftrong, without reckon- 
ing the Coffacks, who hold themfelves ready to o- 
bey the Great General's Orders. 
From the Amft. Courant &c dated May 19. 
Neufchatel, May 8. The Marquis de Puiifieux 
having fent to the Canton of Zurich 4 Copy of the 
Declaration of the King his Mafter touching the 
Neutrality agreed for this Principality, the Proce- 
ftant Cantons have examinn’d aud found it intirely 
confonant to the Treaty drawn up at Arau: Where- 
upon the 2500 Men which that Canton bad in this 
Country being recall’d, are actually on the merch 
home.
